Who Is Boss ? 


By Sylvester Reader 


Under the above heading an edi- 
torfal recently appeared in The 
Western Producer and I quote: 

“George C. McDonald, president 
of the Canadian Chamber of Com- 
merce at St. John, New Bruns- 
Wick, recently told his hearers 
that: ‘Credit to Canadian govern- 
ments should have been stopped 
long ago.’ 

“If there is still anybody in 
Canada or anyone in authority in 
Ottawa, or one of the nine pro- 
Vincial capitals, who remains in 
doubt about who is boss in this 
country, that remark of Mr. Mc- 
Donald's should set them right.” 


It seems there is always two sides

| account of my own I would no doubt 
| have been posted on bank affairs, But 
1 discovered of course that interest 
rute had been reduced. He was 80 
“upset” about it that he wrote the 
banks, who replied that the govern- 
ment had passed a iaw to reduce in- 
terest and they had no other course 
but to obey. Proof that the govern- 
ment bosses tie banks! 


Now its my humble ojinion that 
those two institutions get their neads 
together pretty often and work tw the 
mutual advantage of the god they all 
worship — money. It is likely if the 
banks could have ‘ooked ahead and 
seen how long the depresion was going 
to last they would have hung onto 
their purse-strings. Bankers, as a 
rule, do know what's going to happen 
in world finance, having as they do 
their fingers on the financial pulse at 
all times. But banks, or governments, 
clever as they are, cannot foresee dis- 
asters in weather and such pests as 
grasshoppers, and the like It is 
seldom so many adverse circumstances 
come together. In fact, ordinarily, 
adverse circumstances in weather and 
crop pests aid finances in other quar- 
ters. And so the depression hag hung 
on, and they are even to 
predict another. No wonder the banks 
are worried. 


But it seems there are still noose 
who think that money in circulation 
must be and is backed by sold. dollar 
for dollar.’ The following quotations 
are taken from an article by Richard 
Churchill, an. associate editor of The 
Country Guide: 

“Nobody except responstble 
(cabinet) ministers and a handful 
of officials and bankers seems to 
be aware of the extent to which 
our dollar has ceased to be a gold 
dollar; has become a _ fiexible, 
managed currency.” 


“As to the actual currency in 
cireulation, the law declared thai 
the governmert must possess 25 
Per cent of gold in reserve for the 
first 50 millions of paper moe 
issued, and dollar for dollar in gold 
thereafter. This worked out, in 
practice, at a gold coverage of 
about 43 per cent—high enough 
to warm the heart of the soundest 
of sound money men.” 

Speaking of the laws and regulations 
during the 1920's, he says: 

“The only way in which more 
money could be issued was by 
purchase of gold. The govern- 
ment conceivably could have 
bought a dollar's worth of gold, 
put it in the Treasury vault, and 
issued a new paper dollar. But 
there could be no profit in so doing 
and, in practice, no government 
ever though: of doing i.” Wow! 

“Today, under present statutes 
and government regulations, at 
least $1,500,000,000 of new paper 
money could lawfully be issued. 
And this would be only a begin- 
ning. On a ratic of $400 cur- 
rency to $1.00 of gold, the Bank of 
Canada, as agent for the govern- 
ment, couid release huge additional 
sums of currency as fast as gold 
could be bought. The currency 
expansion limits, iastead of being 
rigidly restricted and confined, 
have becume astronomical in their 
dimensions.

Those who will not fight for their own 
country may casily have to fight for 
another. The ‘Abyesinian who submits 
to Italy must be prepared to shoulder 
an Italian rifle.”

Canadian Fish Cutlets: Flake iwo 
cups of any desired kind of Canadian 
fish. or shellfish and add salt and pep- 
per to suit the taste and two table- 
spouns of onion juice, two teaspoons of 
lemon juice and, if desired, two tea- 
spoons of Worcestershire sauce. Adi 
to the fish and seasonings two cups of 
thick white sauce which has been 
thoroughly chilled. Form the mixture 
into cutlets and roll in finely sifted 
bread crumbs. (It is well to chill the 
cutlets again after they have been 
shaped.) Bake the cutlets in a greased 
pan in a moderate oven or fry them in 
deep fat, having the fat sufficiently 
hot to brown an inch cube of bread in 
forty seconds. The white sauce may 
be made by melting a quarter of a 
cup of butter, or using a quarter of a 
cup of cooking oil, blending in a half 
a cup of flour, adding two cups of 
warm milk, and cooking the mixture 
until it is thick and smooth, stirring 
constantly. A tomato sauce goes well 
with the cutlets.

for a picture, often an extremely 
good picture, because of the play of 
light and shadow from the window- 
framing and curtains. 

In a lignmy-.ralled room, espe- 
clally one with plain plaster walls 
or patterniess wallpaper, the shad- 
ows in such an indoor-sunlight pic- 
ture have a soft, luminous qualiiy 
which gives the prints unusual deli- 
cacy and appeal. However, unless it 
is a sun-room that has windows fac- 
ing in several directions, it is neces- 


will pick up the sunlight and cast it 
toward the subject’s shadow side. 
In addition, the light may be 
pleasingly softened by a close-mesh 
window curtain through which the 
sunbeams pass. With such a diffuser, 
exposure should be about double 
what you would give outside in the 
sun. The sunlight should come from 
above, slanting downward upon the 
subject and amateur floodlight bulbs 
can be used to soften shadows where 
reflectors are insufficient.
